Undergoing treatment at the Universi­ 
ty of Missouri Medical Center, Columbia, 
at noon was Mrs. Margaret A. Eppes, 50, 
2411 Margaret She suffered severe head 
injuries and was first treated at Bothwell 
Hospital before being transferred to Col­ 
umbia 
Friday’s accident brings the Pettis 
County traffic fatality total for 1976 to 13. 
Sgt 
John Cummings of the State 
Highway Patrol termed the accident the 
worst in the area since three Sedalia 
teenagers were killed in a one-car acci­ 
dent in Cole Camp early this year. 
The accident occurred as Mrs. Salecki 
was driving her 1971 Ford east on Route 
B and attempted to pass another car at 
the hillcrest Walk was driving his 1971 
Ford convertible west on B while taking 
the other three teachers to school as the 
Salecki car crested the hill in his lane of 
traffic 
The cars struck with such impact that 
the engines of both vehicles were pushed 
into the firewall, which was then pushed 
into the passenger compartments of both 
cars.

City plan receives final O K

“ The city plan stands adopted” 
With those words, city Planning and 
Zoning .Commission Chairman George 
Berenyi formally announced the adop­ 
tion of the 1976 Sedalia city plan. 
This framework guide, which will be 
used as a basis for developing future sup­ 
plementary detailed plans, does not need 
to be officially certified by the City Coun­ 
cil, Berenyi said. 
Behind the unanimous vote of the nine 
members of the commission Thursday 
night lies more than a year and a half’s 
preparation, 
numerous 
public 
and 
private hearings, and scores of studies 
and analyses. 
And, in an effort to enlighten and in­ 
volve the public, the commission will 
distribute a 36-by-24 inch shortened, 
easy-to-read version of the plan to every 
household in the city. 
The 9,500 four-color “ sketch sheets.” 
as they are called, will be finished in 
about a week, Berenyi said. They will 
provide citizens with a summary of the 


Copies for each household 


six areas studied in the city plan and a 
full-sized land-use map. 
In the last public hearing Thursday 
night, only four persons showed up to 
hear Berenyi give a final summary of the 
plan before the commission voted to 
adopt the resolution making it official. 
In order to implement the study’s sug­ 
gestions, Berenyi said a revision of the 
city’s zoning laws will be undertaken and 
should be finished around next March, 
The Show-Me Regional Planning Com­ 
mission’s Ken Velharticky. planner-in- 
charge of the 1976 plan, will draft the pro­ 
posed changes, Berenyi said. 
For the moment, however, the Plann­ 
ing and Zoning Commission will begin a 
detailed look into four target areas iden­ 
tified in the study: parks and schools, the 
“ north 
neighborhood,” 
the 
central 
business district, and the Sixteenth 
Street 
"strip 
area” 
The 
north 
neighborhood will probably be the first 
area to receive consideration, Berenyi 
said. 


He added that the city probably would 
continue to retain the services of the 
Show-Me Regional Planning Commission 
for help with the detailed plans, since the 
commission is already familiar with 
Sedalia through its past work. 
The six major areas covered in the 
study 
are 
a 
development 
policy, 
economic policy, population policy, land 
use, a major street plan, and a housing 
study. 
Three public hearings were held last 
September to present the plan to citizens 
and to allow them to contribute their 
ideas to the plan Berenyi said that a few 
minor changes were made in the plan 
following the hearings, but, for the most 
part, the plan is the same as when it was 
first presented, 
The idea for the plan was first pro­ 
posed by former Mayor Jerry Jones and 
former Economic Development Director 
John Hequembourg in March, 1975. At 
that time, the city had two existing plans, 


the first completed in 1955 and a second, 
updated version finished 10 years later. 
These first two plans were done by Hare 
and Hare, a Kansas City planning firm. 
Cost 
for 
the 
entire 
project 
was 
estimated at $18,000, with about $2,000 to 
$3,000 coming from city funds, Berenyi 
said. The rest was paid 
for through 
state and federal grants, he said. 
He pointed out that the changes in zon­ 
ing laws would probably result in a 
scrapping of tne old “ pyramid” zoning 
concept, whereby zoning classifications 
at the bottom of the pyramid are all- in­ 
clusive and become more specific as 
higher classifications are reached. In­ 
stead, a zoning ordinance might be 
drawn up in which three mutually- ex­ 
clusive classifications — residential, 
commercial, and industrial — would be 
instituted. 
Berenyi also appointed a committee of 
four commissioners to investigate ways 
of distributing the “ sketch sheets.” Some 
methods suggested Thursday included

Clinic volunteers still needed 


“ We still need volunteers for Sunday 
desperately.” Mrs. Dianne Pilant, coun­ 
ty health 
nurse, said 
Thursday 
in 
reference to the mass swine flu inocula­ 
tion clinics scheduled for Sunday and 
Monday. 


Addressing the Kiwanis Club at the 
Bothwell Hotel, Mrs. Pilant said she ex­ 
pects Sunday to be the big day at the 
clinic, which will be held at the National 
Guard armory. The Sedalia Jaycees are 
coordinating the clinics, she said, but ad­ 
ditional volunteer help is needed for Sun­ 
day, when the clinic will run from 1 to 8 
p.m. 


Although between 7,000 and 10,000 peo­ 
ple are expected to be inoculated the 
two days, Mrs, Pilant said there should 
be only a 30- to 45-minute wait “ at the 
most.” She said wheelchairs would be 
available for those requiring them. 


Mrs. Pilant said volunteers need not be 
trained, and would be used mainly to see 
that the traffic inside the building moves 
properly. Those interested should con­ 
tact Jim Reed Jr., chairman of the 
Jaycee committee in charge of the 
clinics, she said. 


Reed said Friday that about 180 
volunteers will be needed for Sunday. He 
estimated that only about 100 people 
have volunteered so far. Monday’s clinic 
is less critical, he said, with the Bothwell 
Hospital Auxiliary volunteering to serve 
on that day. along with others. 


Some confusion seems to exist. Mrs. 
Pilant said, about those persons in the 
“ high risk” categories. This includes 
those with diabetes, heart disease or high 
blood pressure, and chronic pulmonary 
or kidney diseases, she said. The “ high 
risk,” she said, refers not to the risk of 


taking the vaccine, but to the risk of not 
taking it. She said persons in these 
categories who contact the flu can 
develop serious complications. 


Mrs, Pilant stressed that those who are 
allergic to eggs or chicken feathers 
should not take the vaccine, since it is 
developed in the laboratory on chicken 
embryos. She said those who are running 
a fever on the day of the clinic also should 
avoid taking the vaccine. 


The mass inoculation can be greatly 
expedited, Mrs. Pilant said, if people will 
wear short-sleeved shirts. 
Those 18 to 64 will be administered the 
monovalent vaccine by a jet injector gun, 
Mrs. Pilant said. Those 65 and over will 
receive the bivalent vaccine, which also 
protects against the Victoria flu, with a 
conventional hypodermic needle. It takes 
four weeks to build up full immunity 


after taking the vaccine, Mrs. Pilant 
said. 
A doctor will be on hand at all times 
during the two-day clinic, Mrs. Pilant 
said. 
“ Right now we have no vaccine for nor­ 
mal, healthy children under 18,” Mrs. 
Pilant said, but added that one is under 
development. Chronically ill children 
can receive a vaccine through family 
physicians, she said. 
Mrs. Pilant conceded that transporta­ 
tion to the armory will be a problem for 
many, especially the elderly. She urged 
those having cars to bring others with 
them to the clinics. 
Gene Clary introduced the program. 
President Bill Mills announced that the 
Kiwanis Christmas party would be Dec. 
16 at Maxine’s. He said the club would 
meet next Wednesday with the Lion’s 
Club.

Miss Hearst, who had been kidnaped 
by the SLA on Feb. 4,1974, was defended 
in an eight-week trial by famed criminal 
lawyer F. Lee Bailey. She was convicted 
last March 10 of armed robbery and use 
of a firearm. 


She has since shunned her radical 
associates and plans to testify against 
them.

You've seen the slogan on 
buttons, bumper stickers and 
billboards. You've heard it on 
TV and radio. If you attended 
the Missouri-Columbia foot­ 
ball game Nov 6 in Columbia, 
vou even witnessed it waving 
in the wind over Faurot Field, 
tailing behind a twin-engine 
Cessna. 
But best of all, says the Kev. 
Dean Catlett, you've hopefully 
experienced it. 
, The message, more precise­ 
ly, is "I found it!” — a simple 
three-word 
phrase 
with 
enough impact and power, Mr 
Catlett feels, to change the 
¿ourse of one s life forever 
What exactly has been found 
by these enthusiasts who are 
proudly 
and 
publicly 
pro­ 
claiming a personal climax in 
their lives to what has often 
been a spiritual scavenger 
hunt', It is simply the joy and 
serenity of salvation through 
the life, death and resurrec­ 
tion of Jesus Christ. 
“ So many of the people 
reached through this drive 
have 
been 
looking 
for 
Something in their lives that 
pan bring it into focus and give 
jt meaning.’' explained Mr. 
Catlett, who is pastor of New 
Hope Baptist Church. “ They 
have often latched on to other 
things in the past which never 
turned out to be enough Now 
they have found it It s the joy 
and excitement of these peo­ 
ple that have made '! found 
it!’ so successful ” 
The “ 1 found it'” campaign 
was started around the first of 
the year by the National Cam­ 
pus Crusade for Christ, an 
interdenominational, evange­ 
listic college-geared 
group 
Buoyed by their initial suc­ 
cess, 
campus 
crusaders 
across 
the 
country 
began 
distributing 
information 
to 
thousands of churches 
The local effort was in­ 
itiated through the University 
of Missouri-Columbia Campus 
Crusade chapter As soon as 
he heard of it. Mr Catlett said, 
“ 1 was enthusiastic about its 
possibilities in Sedalia, how it 
could help so many people 
here in this community.” 
Other ministers involved in 
“ I found it!” locally include 
Mr Catlett’s assistant, David 
McCandless; the Rev. Jim 
Kane 
of 
the 
Maplewood 
Church; and the Rev. Bill 
Lakey 
of the 
Nazarene 
Church 
Through teams of telephone 
volunteers. Mr Catlett said, 
“ we plan to reach every home 
in Sedalia in the next few 
weeks We want everybody to 
have the opportunity of find­ 
ing it. We aren't trying to 
recruit 
members 
lor 
any 
church, but just to expose as 
many people as possible to the 
message of salvation offered 
through Christ 
Contacted persons who show 
an interest and belong to a 
church in which they have not 
recently been active are urged 
to resume work in their own 
church For persons w ithout a 
church home. Bible studies in 
local homes are being ar­ 
ranged. 
Like 
"F T L " 
1 praise the 
Lord i pins of the past, “ I 
found it!” often arouses the 
curiosity of passers-by who 
see it on buttons adorning 
everything from pin-striped 
suit lapels to denim jackets. 
When the question is asked, 
as it often is, "that opens the 
door 
for 
us.” 
McCandless 
said. "That’s why the slogan 
reads as it does. We tell them 
exactly what ‘it’ is and what it 
can bring to their lives." 
Many of these persons, Mr 
Catlett* said, “ have already 
found it and for that we are 


grateful. Others haven't and 
we feel we have been able to 
reach many of them.” 
Others, he acknowledged, 
have responded with a not- 
always polite rebuff 
“ That’s, of course, to be ex­ 
pected so it hasn’t bothered

denomina­ 
tion's 
national 
convention 
repeatedly 
has 
condemned 
racial 
discrimination 
and 
segregation, the national body 
has no authority over its local 
churches — 34,901 of them 
throughout the country. 
T h e y ’ re 
c o m p l e t e l y 
autonomous, setting their own 
rules and policies, picking 
their own ministers, deciding 
on who is eligible for member­ 
ship. admitting them by a con­ 
gregational show of hands 
Just as many of those in­ 
dividual congregations have 
modified their positions in re­ 
cent years to allow blacks to 
become members, the church 
in Plains last Sunday took that 
step 
It had long been advocated 
by Carter and his family, who 
12 years ago had been virtual­ 
ly alone in taking that stand 
Most members, however, held 
out against it until the change 
came under the spotlight of 
national attention 
Although a big proportion of 
Southern 
Baptist congrega­ 
tions 
now 
have 
open-door 
policies, most of them remain 
solidly white, as do many con­ 
gregations in other major, 
p r e d o m i n a n t l y 
w h ite 
denominations.

Teasdale eliminates 
low-numbered plates 


JEFFER SO N CITY, Mo. (AP) - Of­ 
ficials of the team working on the transi­ 
tion of the administration of Gov.-elect 
Joseph Teasdale said today there will be 
no low-numbered prestige license plates 
during the Teasdale administration. 
Cliff Faddis, office director of the 
Teasdale transition team, told newsmen 
that a message was delivered to state 
Revenue Director A. Gerald Reiss today 
advising him to end the issuance of the 
9,999 prestige plates. 
“ No 
more 
special 
privileges 
for 
anyone. 
There’ll 
be no low-number 
license plates,” Faddis said, paraphras­ 
ing the sentiments of Teasdale on the 
subject. 
The announcement ended speculation 
on what Teasdale would do about the con­ 
troversial issue since Republican Gov. 
Christopher S. Bond, whom Teasdale 
defeated in the general election, had won 
a court battle to end the issuance of the 
prestige plates. 
When asked to explain why Teasdale, 
whose own father has one of the low- 
numbered plates, decided to end their is­ 


suance, Harold Fridkin, head of the 
transition team, said Teasdale merely 
believed that those with the plates are 
“ just people” like everyone else. 
One of Bond’s pledges during his suc­ 
cessful 1972 bid for the governor’s office 
was to eliminate the low-numbered 
plates. He charged they were symbols of 
political 
patronage 
since 
previous 
Democratic governors had dispensed 
them to their friends and supporters. 
But when he tried to do so after taking 
office, a Montgomery County couple filed 
a class action suit on behalf of all 
prestige plate holders in an effort to stop 
the move. 
After three years of legal battling, the 
Missouri Court of Appeals in Kansas City 
ruled last March that the state Revenue 
Department is not required to reissue a 
low-numbered plate automatically if the 
holder requests it. 
The holders of the plates between 1 and 
9,999 had been the only persons able to 
have their license numberes reissued an­ 
nually. Those plates currently in use ex­ 
pire at the end of January. 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Congessional 
leaders who met with President-elect 
Jimmy Carter did not team up to urge an 
economy-boosting tax cut and Carter 
gave no indication of a decision, one of 
the participants says. 
Rep. George H. Mahon, D-Tex., said the 
problem of stimulating business and 
reducing unemployment was extensively 
discussed during the three-hour session 
Wednesday 
in 
Lovejoy, Ga., where 
Carter met with Democratic leaders. 
“ I did not detect a unanimity of the 
leadership concerning a tax cut,” Mahon 
said. 
Carter has said that if the economy 
does not begin improving by January, 
there is a “ strong possibility” that he 
would ask for a tax cut to stimulate it. 
Mahon, chairman of the House Ap­ 
propriations Committee and a fiscal con­ 
servative, said he and others told Carter 
that a major consideration should be 
restoring business confidence and that 
Carter appointments would be important 
in this regard. 
“ The business community and people 
generally are uneasy, wondering, ap­ 
prehensive,” Mahon said in an interview 
Thursday. “ If he could get some good 
strong people for secretary of the 
Treasury, director of management and 
budget and secretary of commerce, it 
would have a stabilizing influence.... 
Carter has been receiving conflicting 
advice as to whether he should support a 
tax cut, a boost in government spending, 
or neither. 
“ He didn’t talk like a freewheeling big 
spender,” Mahon said of the Carter 
meeting. “ He talked of a balanced 
budget over the long range and his desire 
to eliminate waste, and generally I 
thought it was a good down-to-earth 
discussion.”

telephone number and promised that 
calls at any time would be put through or 
promptly returned.

But. generally speaking, the 
past two o r three years have 
been to ugh. Simply, when the 
cattle invento ry grew fro m 
112.4 millio n head in 1970 to a 
reco rd o f 131 8 millio n o n Jan. 
1, 1975. there were just to o 
m any anim als fo r the beef 
m arket to sustain itself. 


At USDA’s annual o utlo o k 
co nference here this week,

This, in itself, suggests a 
mo re stable pattern fo r beef 
and cattle prices than has ex­ 
isted fo r so m e time.
